It is 
not that we . . . are in any way

“Why is it that the U.S.A., 
whose wealth and scientific tech-

Lacking System. 
“They do not lack dollars, ma- 
terials or scientists. They lack 
the kind of system we have.” 
But, Khrushchev added, “We 
do not seek to impose the Soviet 
regime, our socialist system, on 
anybody.” 
When he was in the United 
States, Khrushchev said, he was 
asked repeatedly whether the 
Sept. 12 launching of a Soviet 
moon rocket was arranged 
specially for his visit. 
“I usually replied, ‘Why don’t 
you try to time an American 
rocket to coincide with one of 
your visits. You will see that it 
is not as simple as all that. For 
this, gentlemen, the desire alone 
is not sufficient.’ ” 


Khrushchev hinted at Vladi- 


vostok that he fs forward 
to a summit meeting this fall or 
winter. 


Warm Welcome. 

Today he made a stopover at 
Krasnoyarsk, a Siberian trans- 
port and manufacturing center 
on the Yenisei river. A Tass 
news agency dispatch said the 
townspeople gave him a warm 
welcome. 

Khruschchev said he had had 
“rather frank talks” with Pres- 
ident Eisenhower, whom he de- 
scribed as “‘a wise man.” 

“The wisdom shown by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in inviting me 
to his country,”’ Khrushchev 
added, and in expressing the de- 
sire to come to the Soviet Union 
attests not only to his foresight- 
edness but also to the American 
people’s striving for peace.” 

The big question on which the 
Soviet Union seeks an under- 
standing ‘‘with the Americans is 
the guarantee of durable peace 
throughout the world,”’ Khrush- 
chev said. °

Fight It With Youth Groups 


Fa hE PoMowing dispatch, written for United Presse 
Jaternational, former President Herbert Hoover speaks 
out on the prodlem of juvenile delinquency. 


By HERBERT HOOVER 
NEW YORK, Oct. 8 (UPI)— 
Twenty-nine years ago, when as- 
sembling a White House confer- 
ence on health and problems of 
children and youth, I said: 
If we could have but one gen- 
eration of properly born, 
trained, educated and healthy 
children, a thousand other prob- 
lems of government would van- 
ish. 

That was an ideal a long way 
from realization. But it was a 
great ideal. That conference re- 
viewed the whole of the prob- 
lems to be solved. It suggested 
remedies for our ills. It issued 
a “children’s charter” which 
was circulated to millions 
through the press and otherwise. 

Today another White House 
conference is struggling with 
the same problems. The obsta- 
cles to the attainment of the 
ideals of 1930 are the same now 
as they were then. But the sit- 
uation has grown worse. In 
1957 the number of teen-agers 
arrested for crime was 740,000. 


The causes are the same now 
as they were 29 years ago; 
parental neglect; lack of reli- 
gious training as the base of 
morals; and slum areas where 
the only outlets for kids are the 
pavements and where the gre- 
garious instinct of youngsters 
leads to the forming of gangs 
which drift into crime. 


Solution Unchanged. 

The basic solution 29 years 
ago was, and is now, to organize 
prevention whatever the merits 
of punishment may be. 


The weeding out of the slums 
is helpful, but that does not cure 
the street problem. The creation 
of playgrounds is also helpful, 
but playgrounds without organ- 
ized sports and their systematic 
direction is not the whole an- 
swer. Despite these efforts teen- 
age crime is increasing. 

Kids are not born criminals, 
But they are dynamos of energy, 
curiosity and adventure. 


One aid to the solution of their 
problems, as I see it, is to cre- 
ate facilities by which their ex- 
plosive energy has an alterna- 
tive to the streets and pave- 
ments; a place where character- 
building can overcome the fail- 
ure of parents; where sports- 
manship, second only to reli- 
gious faith, is a teacher of 
morals and can be substituted 
for the gang. And don’t blame

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Not a Tax Issue 


The taxpayers’ revolt; of which we hear so 
much, is usually directed at the wrong target. 
Such is the conclusion to be drawn from an 
absorbing study, “The Taxes We Pay,” by 
Maxwell S. Stewart, just published by the 
Public Affairs Committee (22 E. 38th Street, 
New York 16, 25 cents). 


of national income). He proposes a thorough 
examination of the whole structure by a fed- 
eral-state bipartisan commission. But the 
most interesting aspect of his study, to us, is 
his analysis of how the tax burden is dis- 
tributed as between federal, state and local 
governments. 

Nearly always, the taxpayers’ revolt ex- 
presses itself in opposition to local tax in- 
creases—to school bond issues, school levies, 
public improvement propositions, city or coun- 
ty referendums. Yet local taxes, generally 
speaking, are the least of the offenders in 
today’s tax structure. Since 1939 they have 
gone up, for the nation as a whole, far less 
than either state or federal taxes. Here is 
how Mr. Stewart estimates the tax per person 


collected by each branch of government 20 - 


years ago and today: 


1939 ‘1958 
Federal taxes $41 $440 
State taxes 30 92 
Local taxes 35 92 
106 $624 


Thus while federal taxes have gone up more ' 


than 10 times and state taxes three times, lo- 
cal levies have risen proportionately less. The 
contrast is accentuated when allowance is 
made for inflation. At today’s prices, the 
1939 federal burden was about $82 per 
person and the local one $70 per person, as 
compared with $440 and $92 respectively 
for 1959. 

There is not much mystery about why fed- 
eral taxes take two-thirds of the tax dollar 
and account for a 21-cent bite in each dollar 
of income. Primarily the cause is the delayed 
cost of World War II plus the cost of an enor- 
mous arms program resulting from the cold 
war. Whatever one may think about today’s 
military budget and the reason for it, this is 
the main source of the bulge in federal taxes. 
It is a great injustice for taxpayers to take 
out their resentment of taxes in general by 
squeezing essential local services when the 
armaments race is the true culprit. 

If taxpayers want to revolt, they ought to 
march in favor of disarmament rather than 
in opposition to the financing of needed local 
functions. 

Citizens of metropolitan St. Louis have an 
immediate application of this principle before 
them in the election on the Freeholders’ plan 
to set up a metropolitan District. There are 
arguments for the plan.and arguments against 
it. We believe the affirmative arguments far 
outweigh the negative ones, but that is not 
the point. Whatever the voter’s own final 
judgment may be, he would do himself and 
his community a disservice to base his atti- 
tude on a dim, emotional resentment against 
taxes in general. If taxes are high, and they 
are, the rational reaction is to attack the 
causes of high taxes, and those lie overwhelm- 
ingly in federal rather than local budgets.

For Missouri’s Benefit : 

A special joint committee of the Missouri 
Legislature, under the chairmanship of -Rep- 
resentative Thomas A. Walsh of St. Louis, 
has begun a study that can mean a great 
deal to the future of this state. Created by 
the 1959 Legislature, this committee is di- 
rected to determine what conditions make a 
healthy industrial climate and in turn what 
factors contribute to those conditions. 

Missouri has not grown as fast as the na- 
tional average in population in recent decades. 
Indeed, it has lagged enough behind to drop 
from a delegation of 16 in the House of Rep- 
resentatives at our high point a generation 
ago to 11 members now. Many other states 
have grown, partly at Missouri’s expense. 

Why? To some degree at least because cer- 
tain industries have gone elsewhere. At the 
same time, mechanization of farming methods 
has reduced the need for manpower in the 
rural areas. Many agricultural counties show 
net losses in people and business activity. 

The first move on the part of the commit- 
tee which Representative Walsh heads is a 
sound one. It is to find out what laws might 
reasonably and properly be changed to make 
Missouri more attractive to industry. To this 
practical end, the committee has asked the 
Legislative Research Committee at Jefferson 
City to make a comparative study of statutes 
dealing with labor and business in Missouri 
and five other states, New York, Florida, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and California. 

The committee begins its work none too 
soon to have a constructive report ready for 
the 1961 Legislature. It should get the opinions

—Are three high school girls off 
on a lark with three California 
desperadoes who disguised them- 
selves with cowboy clothes and 
polite manners?

More women than men see 
their physicians for cancer 
check-ups, even though the in- 
cidence of cancer is about equal, 
Dr. Terry Lilly Jr. of Kansas 
City said here yesterday. 

Dr. Lilly, education committee 
chairman forthe Missouri. divi- 
sion of the American Cancer So- 
ciety, spoke at the second an- 
nual Faun §. Mullikea Sympo- 
Sium for Nurses at Deaconess 
Hospital. 

He said that five women come 
in for cancer examination’ for 
every two men who do so. Of 
those examined, he said, about 
17 of each 1000 women and 18 


of each 1000 men turn out to! 


have the ailment. 


“Prevention is a much more 
satisfactory solution to the can- 
cer problem than cure,”. Dr. 
Lilly said in urging measures 
for early detection. “It is also 
a more. difficult educational 
problem,” 

Dr. Lilly said great strides had 
been made in the prevention and 
treatment of cancer since his 
father, also a’ physician, studied 
medicine at Washington Univer- 
sity about 1900. At that time, he 
said, cancer was generally con- 
sidered to be a hopeless ailment. 

There ‘were no special treat- 
ment methods, facilities or tools, 
Dr. Lilly said, and only one in 
30 cancer victims could expect 
to recover. Now, he said, one in 
three can be treated success- 
fully. 

Dr. Harry Agress of St. Louis, 
chairman of the professional and 
scientific committee of _ the 
American Cancer Society’s St. 
Louis unit, served as moderator. 
He urged nurses to act as mis- 
sionaries in fighting cancer. 

The program was attended by 
350..persons, including nurses 
from St. Louis, Columbia and 


Washington, Mo. It was spon- 
sored by the American Cancer 
Society and financed by a fund 
given in memory of Mrs. Faun 
S. Mulliken, who died in 1956.

Strange Career of Mario Lanza 


HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 8 @. 


MARIO LANZA’S CAREER 
was one of the movies’ strang- 
est. It ended as abruptly as it 
had begun with his death in 
Rome yesterday of a heart at- 
tack at the age of 38. 

From poor beginnings in 


‘Philadelphia’s tough neighbor- 


hoods, he won quick success 
that brought him more than 
$1,000,000 in one year. His gold- 
en tenor voice made him popu- 
lar with millions—both bobby 
soxers and their mothers. 

His first movies were fantastic 
successes. Then he tossed over 
his career. and did nothing for 
a year. He got in a fight with 
that Hollywood giant, MGM, 
over his role in ‘Student 
Prince.” They said he was 
washed up. 


Yet he came back, making 
headlines again and again. He 
never equaled his first success, 
but was nonetheless doing well. 

Remember these incidents? 

1955—A Las Vegas casino can- 
celed his $100,000 night club en- 
gagement because he failed to 
appear. His story was that he 
had laryngitis. 

1954—A storm of controversy 
arose when he starred in a TV 
spectacular, and it was learned 
afterward that his songs were 
recorded. He was only mouthing 
the lyrics. Later, to prove he 
hadn’t lost his voice, he did an- 
other show, singing live. 


Mario’s biggest battle was 
with weight. He loved spa- 
ghetti and the grape. Without 
trying he could balloon to 200 
pounds, plus. He tried to slim 
down for his movie roles. But 
in some films he appeared 
slimmer in certain scenes than 
in others. Several of his 
movies were delayed because 
he failed to trim down in time 
to start them. 


In 1957 he shed nearly 100 
pounds, getting down to a slen- 
der (for him) 184 and embarked 
on a new career in Europe. 

He has since appeared in a 
series of films abroad, inter- 
spersing movie work with con- 
cert tours. 

In 1951, at 29, Lanza was the 
wonder boy of the music world. 
His rise from piano mover to 
triple-threat king of concerts, 
phonograph records and movie 
box offices had all show busi- 
ness _ talking. 

“Lanza proves hottest long- 
hair draw with $177,720 gross in 
22 concerts,” read a Variety 
headline after one of his tours. 

“The Great Caruso,” his best 
known film, was setting box 
office records. 


His recording of “Be My 
Love”’ sold about 1,500,000 copies, 
“unbelievable” according to 
RCA Victor for a Red Seal clas- 
sic. Another, “‘Loveliest Night of 
the Year,” also topped 1,000,- 
000. 


His concert tours were the 
most remunerative since Nelson 
Eddy’s. 

Yet his critical reception was 
only fair. The consensus was 
that he had warmth and great 
power, but was technically crude 
and needed training. 


MARIO LANZA 


Lanza was largely self-taught. 


He came to Hollywood with 
only 15 months of lessons. 
Lanza’s rags to riches saga: 
The only son of poor Italian 
parents, he grew up amid the 
tenements of Philadelphia’s 
south side. It was an ‘‘opera’”’ 
neighborhood—the families dis- 
cussed music like Brooklyners 
talk baseball. 
From the age of 6 Mario 


haunted a record shop owned by 
a neighbor, playing operatic 
arias. He listened by the hour to 
his father’s collection of Caruso 
records. 


But he didn’t get seriously in- 
terested in signing until he was 
19. Having no money for train- 
ing, he began to sing along with 
Caruso on records. 

A friend introduced him to an 
opera singer who took him to 


the head of a concert agency. 
He was told to practice more. 
Instead, Mario went to work for 
his grandfather, hauling pianos 
in a truck. 


One day, delivering a piano 
to the Philadelphia Academy 
of Music, he again met the 
agency head, William Huff. 
Huff introduced him to his 
companion and suggested that 
Mario sing. He did, and the 
friend was impressed. The 
friend, it turned out, was Con- 
ductor Serge Koussevitzky. He 
invited Lanza to the Berkshire 
music festival, where he won 
his first ovation. 


Shortly after his New York 
debut, Mario was called into the 
Army. He served nearly three 
year in various entertainment 
units. Discharged in 1945, he 
was almost broke. 

Jim Murray, the former RCA 
Victor vice president, inter- 
viewed him at that time and 
recalls: 

‘“‘He weighed nearly 300 pounds 
—100 more than he does now. 


He told me he was bothered by | 


catarrh so badly that on some 
days he couldn’t sing.” 


Murray signed him anyway 


and it was quite a deal — for 
Lanza. He got a $3000 bonus 


and the contract stipulated he | 


would work only ‘“‘when’’ and 
“if” he felt he was ready. As 


it turned out, he didn’t record | 


for three years. 

Lanza buckled. down. He saw 
a doctor for his catarrh. He 
dieted and exercised to lose 
weight. He studied under En- 


rico Rosati in New York. And 
gradually his career gained mo- 
mentum. 

When he made his first’ ap- 
pearance at the Hollywood Bowl 
in 1947, representatives of most 
of the big studios were on hand. 

He signed with MGM — on 


his own terms. His contract al- 
tainment deals he wanted to 
except | for television.

THE QUEEN’S CHAMBER, 
inside the Great Pyramid, is 17 
feet wide and 19 feet in length. 
The ceiling rises to a height of 
20 feet at the center. 

That big room gained its name 
from an old idea that the wife 
of King Khufu was buried there 
almost 5000 years ago. When the 
room was entered in modern 
times, nothing was found to 
prove that it was the burial place 
of the Queen or an else. 

AFTER LEAV the Queen’s 
Chamber, I made my way back 
through the low passage, and 
reached the entrance to the 
Great Gallery, This is a long, 
but narrow hallway with a high 
ceiling. 

Walking for 155 feet, on an 
upward slant, I .reached the 
King’s Chamber. This room has 
the same width ag the Queen’s 
Chamber, but almost twice the 
length. 

In the King’s Chamber, I saw 
a large coffin, which was carved
